“They teil ys through the papers that 
the Bolshevist gime has utterly falled; 
that there are miijions starving in Russia, 
that factories had all closed down, that 
fields are uncultivated and that people 
were dying so fast that thirty thousand 
coffins per momth were being made in 
Petrograd to bury the dead of that city 
alone. In contradiction to these capi 
talistic lies I want to pointout that since 
thre years ago the Red armies of Russia 
have beaten thirteen different armies on 
las many different fronts. J want to say 
[that an army cannot be victorious with 
s.arving millioms behind it. 
| “The great powers of Europe, Britain, 
and France and United States in America 
have been ever ready to finance sinues 
to fight the Reds unfl lave ever deserted 
|those same armies when the Bolshevists

NOW REVEALED 


Discovery of Wonderfn! Resources, 
Agricuitnral and Mineral, Made 
In Vast Forest Recently 
Penctrated

} The Sun and New York Herald was 
probably the first newspaper in America 
to an nee that Liberia, in West Africa, 
had jst come ito view as very rich in 
natural resources, both agricultural, It 
is nearly as large as the state of New 
York, fronts on the Atlantic for about 
800 miles, and its coast belt is only about 
20 miles wide. North of the coast helt the 
whole country is a vast forest through 
jwhich Str Alfred Sharpe of England has 
recently penetrated. . He has informed the 
Royal Geographical society of the enor- 
mous poputation of this, till now, un- 
| known forest land and of the unexpected 
resources, ireluding gold and other min- 
erais, that swait development there. 

The new facts that open this pleasant 
prospect for Liberia were obtained 
| through the recent explorations of Sir Al. | 
|fred Sharpe, one of the most trustworthy 
jand conservative of the later explorers of 
| Africa, He was knighted by the British | 
government in 1968 for his exploration in 
tie upper Congo basin, his accurate map- 
pings of Lake Meru, discovered by Liv 
Ingstone, and for the part he took in 
' bringing peace to northern Rhodesia, 
long harrassed by tnrbulent patives. He 
|has maMe a great contribution to our 
knowledge of Liberia and has just pub 
lished his first report of the work he did | 
in the great forest hinterland, which no 
explorer had ented for any considerable 
distance, 

Travelling Hard in Liberia 

Ile found that it would he very difficult 
to cross Liberia from south to north be- 
cause all the maby rivers flow thremgh 
the forest from north to south, and there- 
fore would not help btm on his way north 


| ward, He therefore sailed from Liberia 
north westward to Freetown, the rt and 
eapital of the British colony Sierra 


leone, where he loaded his heavy 
of trade goods on a railway train that 
tok him to the-north-westerr corner of 
Liberia. There he hired many black IA- 
+berlan carriers from day to day, for none 
of them would go far from his own 
home, 

He crossed the aountry from its north- 
western to its north-eastern corner, and 
then for montha be made bis way south- 
westerly through the forest till] he reached 
Monrovia, the, capital of Liberla, on the 
Atlantle co In his gigzag course he 
travelled m than 400 miles and pearly 
all of the jfourvey was through territory 
that no white man had seen hbefote, It 
was hard trave!ling, for the Jonrney was 
echlefty throngh heavily timbered country, 

Sharpe made very many interesting dis- 
coveries in thts land. One was that the 
native population is very large. Probably 
200,000 people live there among the Mgh | 
rees.

| In 1919 the tax levy

There was a large number of Irish 
passengers on board the Kalserin 
Victoria and at 11 o'clock Thursday.

was stopped for the Armistice Day 
ceremony, silence pervaded the cabin 
decks and the passengers § gatherad 
uncovered at the ship's sides. Tha 
silence was broken by Sinn Feinera 
on the decks given over to steeragn 
passengere, who waved aloft a green, 
white and orange banner and “booed” 
thome wro #tood tn reverence. Insults 
were also shouted free'y. 

Tho remarke of one of the {nterrup- 
tens proved too much for a British 
sailor, a veteran of the Marne, and 
when an attempt was made to fasten 
the flag®in the rigging, the sallor 
knocked the standard-bearer down 
with a blow on the jaw. Officers !n- 
terfered at once and stopped the in- 
cipient rlot.

In Consideration of Jugo-Slav 
Conce’sions on Coast of the 
Adriatic 


Rapallo, Italy, Nov. 13—In_ addi- 
tion to chiuses conferring the Istr.an 
frontier and the independence of the 
state of Fiume with territorial con- 
tiguity with Italy, the treaty signed 
last night between laly and Jugo- 
Slavia shows that the Jugo-Slava con- 
Sented to the Italian request that 
Zura be under Italian sovere-gnty 
with a hinterland covering a radius 
of more than six miles. Italy, in ex- 
change, gave up her claim to 
AGr-ajic isiands, except Cerso, Lussin, 
and Lagosta, which by the terms of 
the treaty will be annexed to Italy. 

When the Italian and Jugo-Slav 
de egations appeared at the gate of 
the Villa Spinola, where the protocol 
was aigned, the crowd shouted “viva 
Peace,"" while many 
pointed their cameras at them. 

All the delegates appeared to be 
6atisfied with the work accomplished 
and answered agreeab'y to congratu- 
lations addressed to them. 

The protoco] states that the Italtan 
version will be considered as the offi 
cial one in case of divergencies of 
opinion with regard to interpretation 

Slavs in Italian Territory 

As about 500,000 Jugo-Slavs will he 
embraced within the new Italian fron- 
thers by the agreement, Ita’‘y is plann- 
ing to have two Slav universities at 
Padua and Rome to facilitate their

| Ewes Need Exercise to Produce 
Strong Lambs—Sheep Should 
| Not Have Much Green Feed 


Farmers’ Advocate, Oct. 27-—There 
are several points to be considered in 
starting a flock of sheep on the farm. 
Akthough they are the easiest thing 
to handle on the farm, they are often 
badly managed, with the result that 
| the farmer has either a poor lamb 
\crop or none at all, even though the 
|ewes may be in the best of condition. 
Last spring several of our neighbors 
| lost practically all of their lambs, Just 
the other day I passed one discouraged 
|farmer driving his flock of about 75 
ewes io town. He had only purchased 
them about twelve months ago, and he 
said that he had over 100 lambs from 
them, but had only raised four. An- 
}other neighbor had several more 
{lambs than he had, and only raised 
six. A rancher a little east of us, who 
had some thousands of sheep, only 
raised one hundred and twenty-five. 
| We had splendid crop of lambs. The 
| 


reason for all this loss was, no doubt, 
;the long winter feeding on dry feed, 
; particularly too much straw and green 
| feed, and too little exercise. 

| Now, I am ‘going to tell you how 
| our sheep wintered. We had about 150 
breeding ewes and lambs last fall, and 
| we turned them out on a field of win- 
{tre rye that was seeded the last of 
|July. It made splendid fall pasture, 
and they stayed on it ali through the 
fall, going out in the morning and 
| coming aome at night on their own 
‘aecord. When the snow cxme_ they 
still lived on jt, pawing there until 
about the middle of January, when it 
was practically done. Close by there 
Was a patch of green feed that had

}portant points to be considered in 
|purchasing a ram for grade ewes are: 
|First, strong constitution, fairly low- 
;set, broad and deep; second, wool, 
plenty of close, thick, medium fine 
wool, 

The most suitable time to start 
| breeding with a small flock is from 
the midd’e of November to the first 
of December. If we use more than one 
rain with a smal! flock of grades, we 
keep one in at night and the other tn 
|the day time. If only one ram is used, 
he will not bother the ewes much 
jmore than Is necessary if allowed to 
|run loose. IT would say use a mature 
lram when poss'‘ble, although an early 
|‘amb will do well enough for a emall 
number.
